The  supervisor*  of  Ontario  county 
have  Juat  aold  at  auction  the  hlHtorie 
old  Jail  of  that  county,  the  property 
bringing  $100,  and  the  bidder  lfeln* 
obliged  to  remove  It,  This  Jail  wan 
widely  celebrated  In  its  day  because  of 
the  no  called  “Morgan  cell"  therein,  In 
w  hich,  previous  to  hJ*  mysterious  dU 
appearance  In  1826.  Morgan,  the  author 
of  a  book  purporting  to  reveal  th**  *e- 
crets  of  Freemasonry,  was  placed  f..r 
protection.  After  hla  dlsapparame 
Morgan  was  never  heard  of  ug  tin,  und 
It  was  charged  that  the  Masons  had 
made  way  with  him,  aoine  hold  ng  that 
he  was  drowned  In  the  Niagara  River 
above  the  falls,  and  another  story  being 
that  he  was  banished  to  Australia 
never  to  return  on  pain  of  death.  The 
only  thing  that  was  ever  proved  w.s 
that  he  disappeared  as  effectually 
though  the  ground  had  opened  to  swal¬ 
low  him. 

This  Incident  was  widely  discussed. 

This  incident  was  widely  discussed, 
and  It  aroused  fierce  animosities  ard 
bitterness  at  the  time.  It  entered  Into 
politics,  and  the  late  Thurlow  Wcel 
und  others  utilized  It  to  tha  political 
advantage.

Ten  person?, 
sat  around  tho  table,  or  rather  squat¬ 
ted  on  the  carpet,  with  their  knees 
drawn  up  close  to  the  bodies.  Each 
had  before  him  a  plate  of  tinned  copper 
und  a  wooden  spoon,  which  soane  used 
without  the  plate.  Most,  however,  pre- 
f 1  rred  to  uh.-  tho  fingers  of  the  left 
hand,  several  dipping  their  hands  to¬ 
ff-  ther  Into  l he  diBh  as  the  disciples  did 
at  the  Last  Supper. 

As  goon  as  anyone  had  finished  ho 
rose  and  *went  Into  another  room,  to 
have  water  poured  over  his  hands  to 
wash  them,  and  the  vacant  place  at 
the  table  was  Instantly  tilled  by  a  new¬ 
comer.  The  bread.  I  may  say,  was 
laid  on  the  mat  under  the  tray,  so  as 
to  he  easily  reached;  and  a  Jar  of  water 
the  only  beverage  used  during  the  meal 
stood  within  reach.  Besides  rice, 
stows  of  beans  or  cracked  wheat,  with 
thick  soup  or  sauce  poured  over  them 
In  the  great  central  bowl,  are  ajso  In 
fashion.  Spoons,  though  sometimes 
provided,  are  often  wanting— pieces  of 
thin  bread,  doubled,  serving  instead. 
Knives  and  forks  are  unknown;  and  a« 
there  Is  no  spedul  dining-room,  there 
Is  no  furniture  suited  for  one.  Hence 
tables  and  chairs  are  never  seen.  The 
meat  being  always  cut  up  Into  small 
pieces,  there  Is  no  need  for  u  knife,  and 
chickens  cun  easily  be  torn  asunder 
with  the  hands.  Ho  far,  Indeed,  are 
Orientals  from  thinking  It  strange  to 
dip  their  fingers  Into  the  common  dish, 
that  It  Is  a  special  art  of  politeness  to 
grope  In  It  for  the  visitor,  and  lay  nice 
morsels  before  him,  or  even  to  insist 
on  putting  them  Into  his  mouth. 

Ik'i'i  That  Make  Hud  Honey. 

“Lovers  of  the  product  of  the  busy 
bee  will  Had  It  a  wise  precaution  to 
have  their  honey  tested  as  to  Its  purity 
before  they  eat  It.  or  use  It  In  a  cul¬ 
inary  way."  l’rof,  Remington  gave  a 
wurnlng  or  something  like  this  at  a  re¬ 
cent  meeting  of  pharmacists,  and  at  the 
same  time  told  of  a'  German  who  was 
extensively  engaged  In  bee  iulture,  und 
who  had  his  apiary  close  to  a  sugar  re¬ 
finery.  A  lot  of  rank  molasses  was  ac¬ 
cessible  to  the  bees,  and  they  gorged 
themselves  on  it.  Tfce  result  was  their 
honey  was  equally  runk  and  unfit  for 
use.  On  another  occasion  the  bees  fed 
on  blooming  digitalis,  and  their  honey 
proved  to  be  poisonous.  Natural  honey, 
therefore,  Is  liable  to  vary  very  much, 
and  occasionally,  when  It  looks  Ik*hl 
and  Is  sweetest,  It  may  be  loaded  wltn 
poison.  Unscrupulous  bee-farmers  aro 
accustomed  to  forcing  their  bees  to  in¬ 
crease  their  output  by  feeding  them 
sweetened  water.  The  honey,  of  course, 
Is  scarcely  fit  for  use.

or  for  Coast- Defense  Purposes. 

A  gun  that  can  sink  a  big  ship  at  10 
mll-s  range  Is  worth  kepping  out  of  tha 
wny  of.  Maxim,  the  gunmaker,  and  Dr. 
Schupphaus,  the  gunpowder  expert, 
have  Just  Invented  a  new  cannon  and 
torpedo  powder  which  will  knock  all 
mod-  rn  war  vessels  to  pieces  like  egg¬ 
shells.  This  Mg  gun  will  throw  a  huge 
annon  hall  full  of  explosives  10  rallea 
and  whore  It  strikes  It  will  smash  Into 
kindling  wood  everything  within  hun¬ 
dreds  of  feet.  In  fact,  this  new  terror 
doesn't  even  have  to  hit  a  warship  to 
d  )  ihls.  If  the  shot  lands  In  the  water 
near  l>y  It  will  sink  the  ship  and  stun 
•v*  rybodjr  on  board  from  the  force  of 
th"  explo  Ion.  At  any  rate,  these  are 
tlie  things  claimed  for  this  veritable  en¬ 
gine  of  destruction. 

'I  he  special  powder  employed  Is  al¬ 
most  pure  gun-cotton,  compounded  with 
such  a  small  pel  cent,  of  nltro-glycer- 
Ine  as  to  possess  none  of  the  disadvan¬ 
tages  of  nltro-glycerlne  powders,  and 
preserved  from  decomposition  through 
u  slight  admixture  of  urea.  It  Is  per¬ 
fectly  safe  to  handle,  and  can  be  beaten 
with  a  heavy  hammer  on  an  anvil  with¬ 
out  exploding. 

The  secret  of  Ub  remarkable  power 
lies  In  a  simple  mathematical  truth 
which  no  one  had  previously  thought 
of.  High  explosive  powder  Is  now  load¬ 
ed  Into  cannon  In  the  form  of  strips, 
small  cubes  or  solid  cylindrical  rods 
from  one-half  to  three-fourths  of  an 
Inch  In  diameter,  several  feet  In  length, 
•trul  looking  like  a  bundle  of  stlckH  of 
lark  beeswax.  When  the  powder  is 
touch' d  off  the  ends  and  clrcumferenco 
of  each  rod  of  powder  ignite  Instanta¬ 
neously  and  burn  towards  the  centre. 

The  volume  of  gas.-s  generated  by 
■ombustlon  grows  constantly  1  ss,  be- 
ruuse  the  burning  surface  Is  less,  und 
as  It  Is  the  volume  of  gas  which  gives 
velocity  to  the  projectile  shot  from  the 
gun,  a  loss  of  velocity  Is  the  Inevitable 
result.  The  projectile  does  not  go  so 
far  as  It  would  If  the  pressure  of  the 
gases  hud  Increased,  or  hail  at  least 
been  maintained. 

In  each  piece  of  the  Maxlm-Bchupp-

about  way,  and  the  people  paying  the 
■hot.  The  jobs  thus  handed  out, 
ostensibly  for  tbisrallwey  work  alons, 
amounted  last  year  to  nearly  a  round 
fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  Halifax 
Herald  la  the  principal  government 
;  organ  in  the  maritime  Provinces,  and, 

|  as  usual,  it  got  the  lion's  share.  No 
j  party  job  has  been  too  bad  for  it  to 
defend.  We  never  knew  that  It  made 
a  wry  face  in  swallowing  the  worst  of 
these  cases.  Its  share  of  this  favorite 
work  last  year  amounted  to  $6, til. 
The  Yarmouth  Times,  a  email  town 
weekly,  published  in  the  remote  corner 
of  the  province,  got  $1.17,3,  But  then, 
it  did  all  that  it  could  to  prevent  the 
election  of  Mr.  Flint,  who  hae  been  a 
strong  government  opponent  J 
•  •  • 

The  two  favorite*  among  tbs  New 
Brunswick  organs  have  been  the  St 
John  8un,  which  received  $10,  292  and 
the  Moncton  Times  $14,473.  The 
counties  in  which  both  the*e  paper* 
are  published  are  represented  in  the 
Commons  by  staunch  supporters  of  the 
Government,  and  of  course  the  Sun  end 
the  Times  are  faithfal  supporters  of 
these  gentlemen. 

Quebec  does  not  fare  so  well.  Its 
papers  have  claims  that  are  not  over* 
looked  by  those  who  have  access  to  the 
public  purse,  but  their  pep  comes  from 
other  directions  than  through  Inter¬ 
colonial  railway  printing.  The  Que¬ 
bec  Chronicle  got  $2,306  in  this  direc¬ 
tion. 

These  are  not  the  only  journals,  how¬ 
ever,  who  get  good  advantages  from 
that  railway  source-  Pap  was  scat¬ 
tered  with  a  liberal  hand  for  some 
years  by  those  who  had  the  giving  oat 
of  these  railway  jobs.  We  remember 
one  little  patent  first  side  weekly,  pub¬ 
lished  a  hundred  miles  from  Halifax 
station,  and  many  miles  from  any  rail¬ 
way  at  all,  that  received  regular  Gov¬ 
ernment  pay  for  publishing  the  Inter¬ 
colonial  time-table  of  Halifax  station. 
Other  out-of-the-way  sheets  were  simi¬ 
larly  favored.  Of  course  they  all  were 
reliable  advocates  of  “the  old  policy/’ 
They  realized  there  were  substantial 
advantages— to  them,  at  least— in  it 
*  0  * 

Here  are  some  interes  ting  facts, 
gleaned  from  the  Auditor-General’s  re¬ 
ports,  regarding  the  pap  given  to  news¬ 
paper  favorites  of  the  Government  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  eight  years.  They,  in 
part,  account  for  the  fact  that  the 
Finance  Minister  finds  it  impossible 
any  more  to  “restore  an  equilibrium” 
between  public  receipts  and  public  ex¬ 
penditure.  They  also  serve  to  account 
for  the  fact  that  certain  newspapers 
are  convinced  at  all  times  and  in  all 
seasons  that  “the  country  is  prosper¬ 
ous”  and  that  “the  old  policy”  is  just 
the  one  needed  to  ensure  prosperity. 
Of  course  they  have  their  own  personal 
experience  to  convince  them  of  all  this 
It  is  doubtful  if  these  same  organs 
would  prove  so  “prosperous”  under  any 
other  ‘‘policy.” 

The  total  sums  paid  newspapers  for 
printing  and  advertising  were  as  fol¬ 
lows;  In  1887,  $303,199.09.  In  1888, 
$326,928.74;  in  1889,  $243,716.34;  in 
1890,  $182,447-25 ;  in  1891,  $275,821.11 
in  1892,  $236,976.20  ;  in  1893,  $231,- 
‘.>39.97 ;  in  1894.  $269,626.20.  Totals 
for  H  years,  $2,070,654.80.

BRITAIN'S  NEW  PREMIER. 


Issl  l-htoiy**  Third  Call  to  oMom  as 
Mom  WalsSaswTba  B«ad  of  th* 

•  Cecil  Family. 

Lord  Salisbury's  summons  from 
Queen  Victoria  to  form  a  new  Ministry 
to  succeed  that  of  Lord  Rosebery.makes 
him  for  the  third  time  Prime  Minister 
of  Grea-t  Britain.  He  succeeded  Glad¬ 
stone  In  June,  1886,  but  was  turned  out 
of  offlee  in  February,  1888.  Gladstone 
had  a  very  brief  season  of  power,  for 
the  faction  now  known  as  the  Liberal- 
Unionists  deserted  him,  and  Salisbury 
became  Premier  again  in  August.  Sal¬ 
isbury's  second  Ministry  lasted  until 
August,  1888.  He  carried  on  a  vigorous 
foreign  policy  and  opposed  Home  Rule. 
Three  years  ago  the  Irish  issue  becam  * 
too  much  for  him,  and  Gladstone  ex¬ 
changed  places  with  him  once  more. 
Cataract  proved  too  much  for  the 
Grand  Old  Man,  and  he  resigned  offlee 
hi  March,  1884.  Lord  Rosebery  succeed¬ 
ed  him,  but  has  not  had  what  could  be 
called  a  very  good  time.  Rosebery's 
Administration  has  not  been  remark¬ 
able  for  any  settled  policy;  It  hss  been 
on  the  retreat  most  of  the  time,  and  it 
was  probably  with  relief  that  Its  leader 
resigned  offlee  on  June  22. 

Robert  Arthur  Talbot  Gascoyne  Cecil, 
Marquis  of  Salisbury,  Is  the  head  of  the 
old  historic  family  of  Cecil.  Queen  Eli¬ 
sabeth's  Lord  Burley  belonged  to  this 
family.  One  of  the  Cecil  characteristics 
Is  a  bitter  tongue,  and  Lord  Salisbury 
possesses  it  He  was  a  younger  son,  and 
began  lfe  as  a  colonist  beneath  the 
Southern  Cross.  Then  his  elder  brother 
died,  and  his  plans  of  life  were  chang¬ 
ed.  He  assumed  the  title  of  Lord  Cran- 
bome,  took  a  prominent  part  in  Parlia¬ 
ment  as  a  debater,  became  a  member 
of  several  Cabinets,  entered  the  House 
of  Lords  on  the  death  of  his  father,  and 
when  Disraeli  died  became  leader  of  the 
Conservatives.  He  Is  strong  and  domi¬ 
neering  and  there  1*  nothing  of  the 
trickster  in  his  nature. 


Tree*  end  Health. 

It  has  been  noted  that  the  first  set* 
tiers  In  heavily- wooded  sections-  of  the 
country  have  generally  been  healthy, 
despite  their  many  privations.  The 
reason  for  this  Is  that  trees  and  plants 
of  all  kinds  possess  the  power  of  ab¬ 
sorbing  poisoned  air  from  decaying 
vegetation,  besides  which  the  exhala¬ 
tion*  from  evergreens  and  the  smoko 
from  burning  resinous  woods  are  noted 
for  the  relief  they  give  to  those  suffer¬ 
ing  from  pulmonary  diseases. 

New  heavily-wooded  countries,  as  al¬ 
ready  noted,  are  the  most  healthy  for 
settlers,  and  they  continue  so  for  some 
years,  as  only  a  small  portion  of  the 
forest  can  be  cleared  nway  each  year. 
After  the  forest  Is  removed  and  sun¬ 
light  is  admitted,  the  soil  Alls  rapidly 
with  vegetable  mold,  which  decomposes 
more  rapidly  than  it  can  be  absorb'd 
by  the  scant  vegetation,  and  as  a  re¬ 
sult  the  atmosphere  Is  rendered  Impure 
and  malaria  becomes  a  common  com¬ 
plaint.  In  view  of  these  facts,  peoplo 
are  beginning  to  understand  the  value 
of  trees  as  disease  absorbing  and 
health-giving  agents.  Naturally,  this 
leads  to  the  question  as  to  what  trees 
are  best  for  protection  against  disease. 

On  Long  Island  and  in  New  Jersey 
there  are  localities  surrounded  and 
hemmed  In  with  pitch  pines,  which  are 
famed  for  their  curative  qualities  In 
consumption,  and  the  pines  are  thus 
Indicated  as  valuable  surroundings  li 
pulmonary  complaints.  It  would  seem 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  trees  having 
the  largest  leaves  and  the  most  of  them 
would  be  the  best  for  this  purpose,  as 
such  trees  would  undoubtedly  have  the 
most  absorbing  power.  We  have  seen 
the  eucalyptus  tree  mentioned  as  of 
special  value  as  a  purifier  of  the  at¬ 
mosphere. 


Llnm  for  Liner*. 

There  are  no  laundries  on  board  ship; 
they  take  up  too  much  room.  Bo  the 
chief  steward  lays  in  thousands  of  pil¬ 
low  slips,  sheets  and  towels.  These 
come  on  board  tied  up  In  bales  of  a 
dozen  each,  and  are  stored  in  the  linen 
locker,  a  cubbyhole  of  a  place,  on  the 
main  deck;  the  ventilator  pipes  from 
the  engine  room  run  through  It  and 
keep  It  hot.

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ELECTRIC  THIEF  CATCHER. 


Two  Wires  Baited  With  a  Tempting 
Parse. 

On  the  fifth  floor  of  a  large  manufac¬ 
tory  on  the  West  Side  of  Chicago  is  a 
department  employing  a  number  of 
girls,  who  have  been  complaining  for 
several  months  of  thefts  committed  in 
their  dressing  room  on  the  Btxth  floor 
whlle’they  were  at  work.  Silk  handker¬ 
chiefs,  veils  and  money  disappeared 
from  time  to  time  with  Increasing  fre¬ 
quency,  until  the  management  began 
to  realize  that  It  was  time  steps  were 
taken  to  detect  the  thief.  As  the  dress¬ 
ing  room  was  kept  locked,  the  key  being 
accessible  only  to  those  employed  in 
the  department  where  the  losses  were 
reported,  it  was  decided  that  one  of 
the  girls  using  the  room  was  rifling  the 
pockets  of  the  others. 

Accordingly,  a  trustworthy  girl  was 
taken  into  the  confidence  of  the  man¬ 
agement,  a  double  wire  wus  sewed  in 
the  lining  of  her  cloak,  connecting  a 
spring  Jaw  in  the  pocket  with  the  two 
hooks  on  which  the  cloak  hung.  The 
Jaws  were  placed  In  contact  with  one 
of  the  wires  and  insulated  from  each 
other  by  a  small  tongue  of  leather 
placed  between  them  while  forced 
apart,  and  this  tongue  was  sewed  to  the 
bottom  of  a  purse.  Each  of  the  two 
hooks  (which  were  of  brass)  supporting 
the  garment  was  held  In  place  by  a  long 
brass  screw  which  went  through  the 
partition  and  connected  with  .a  wire  on 
the  outside  of  the  dressing  room.  Here 
the  wires  were  carried  along  under  a 
moulding,  through  the  floor,  to  a  single 
cell  battery,  and  a  bell,  placed  in  series, 
were  hidden  in  the  room  where  the  girls 
were  at  work.  50  feet  away.  A  switch 
was  placed  in  a  convenient  position, 
which  broke  the  circuit,  until  the  other 
arrangement  were  completed.  After 
closing  the  switch  the  only  opening  in 
the  circuit  wfas  at  the  spring  Jaws, 
which  would  be  brought  together  by 
removing  the  purse  and  Insulating  1 
tongue.  The  trap  had  been  set  but  three 
hours  when  the  bell  rang,  and  the  own¬ 
er  of  the  cloak  hurried  to  the  room, 
where  the  garments  were  kept  and 
there  found  the  guilty  girl:  and  upon 
this  evidence  the  girl  was  immediately 
accused  and  ischarged.  after  she  had 
admitted  her  guilt.— Western  Electri¬ 
cian.

There  is  no  excuse  for  keeping  poor 
fowls,  when  a  good  flock  can  be  se¬ 
cured  at  a  small  outlay. 

Growing  a  mass  of  fat  in  the  shortest 
time  possible  la  not  all  that  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  make  a  pig  profitable. 

Wrap  every  fowl  for  a  private  cus¬ 
tomer  in  a  pure  white  napkin  and  let 
the  buyer  remove  it  and  return  It  with 
the  pay. 

It  Is  reported  that  at  recent  sales  in 
Kentucky  of  standard-bred  horses  and 
Jersey  cows,  the  cows  averaged  16  more 
per  head  than  the  horses. 

When  the  hot  sun  pours  down  by 
and  by  on  the  pasture  think  how  pleas¬ 
ant  a  little  uhade  will  be  for  the  flock. 
A  few  spreading  trees  or  a  few  rough 
sheds  for  the  sheep  to  shelter  tinder 
will  be  a  relief  to  them  under  their 
heavy  woollen  coats.  These  little  things 
go  a  great  way  to  insure  success  with 
the  flock. 

In  grazing  or  feeding  sheep,  the  shep¬ 
herd  should  always  remember  that 
variety  Is  essential  to  the  highest  suc¬ 
cess.  Sheep  are  fastidious  enough  to 
tire  of  long  grazing  In  the  same  field 
on  one  kind  of  herbage,  or  feeding  at 
the  rack  or  trough  on  a  single  variety 
of  grain  or  hay.  Variety  In  grazing 
and  feeding  is  hesltb  to  the  flock  and 
profit  to  the  owner. 

In  estimating  the  cost  of  feeding  a 
flock,  either  on  dry  food  or  pasture,  the 
rule  may  be  taken  that  the  sheep  will 
live  as  well  as  may  be  desired  on  one- 
third  less  food  In  proportion  to  live 
weight  as  any  other  animal.  Thus,  if 
a  cow  or  steer  needs  30  pounds  of  food 
daily  for  its  subsistence  for  1,000 
pounds  live  weight,  th“  same  weight 
of  sheep  may  be  sufficiently  fed  on 
20  younds  of  food.  This  is  one  of  the 
reasons  why  sheep  are  the  most  pro¬ 
fitable  of  all  the  domestic  animals. 

It  Is  believed  by  some  persons  that  a 
young  animal  may  be  starved  and 
stunted  by  Insufficient  feeding,  but 
later  will  make  up  for  this  loss  by  bet¬ 
ter  feeding  and  care.  This  Is  wholly 
contrary  to  science  and  fact,  if  not  to 
reason  and  common  sense.  The  condi¬ 
tion  of  any  young  animal  Is  like  time— 
what  Is  lost  can  never  be  regained  af¬ 
terwards.  Then  It  is  the  business  of 
the  shepherd  to  push  on  the  lambs  from 
the  day  they  come  into  the  world,  first 
through  the  ewe.  and  then  by  direct 
feeding. 

In  these  days,  when  horset*gre  cheap¬ 
er  than  they  have  ever  before  been 
known.  It  is  not  the  original  cost  of 
working  teams,  but  the  burden  of 
keeping  them,  that  makes  the  hardest 
problem  for  the  farmer.  It  is.  indeed, 
now  u  stronger  temptation  than  ever 
to  provide  too  little  team  help,  for  if 
the  horses  cost  less  originally  there  fcs 
greater  difficulty  in  disposing  of  them 
when  their  use  lessens.  Little  as  they 
may  cost,  no  one  ilk*  s  to  give  away 
his  teams  when  for  months  there  may 
be  no  use  for  them,  nor  does  it  pay  to 
kill  them,  as  did  Mayor  Pingree  ofDe- 
trolt,  last  fall,  when  he  found  In  the 
city  stables  a  number  of  horses  used 
during  the  summer,  but  not  worth  the 
cost  of  keeping  through  the  winter.

A  Fatal  Blow. 

On  Thursday  of  last  week  Wm.  Castell, 
a  batcher, of  Elginbarg  died  at  his  home 
as  a  result  of  a  blow  on  thehead  from  a  base 
bslljbat  struck  by  R.  Wycott  of  Odessa. 
Father  McWilliams'Picnic  was  held  on  the 
flay  previous  it  Mace's  Point,  and  in  the 
afternoon  the  baseball  clubs  of  Odessa  and 
Edinburgh  played  a  game  for  $6  a  side. 
During  the  day  Castell  had  a  quarrel  with 
Wycott  Dnring  the  game  Wycott  was 
about  to  strike  the  ball  when  Castell  saw 
him.  He  placed  himself  on  the  lino  over 
which  Wycott  would  likely  run  if  he  struck 
the  ball,  and  threatened  to  injure  the  play¬ 
er.  He  told  the  pitcher  he  would  not  strike 
the  ball  while  Castell  was  in  the  way. 
When  Castell  saw  that  Wycott  was  deter 
mined  to  stand  on  the  home  plate,  lie 
threw  off  his  coat  and  ran  towards  Wycott 
intending  to  strike  him.  Wycott  swung 
the  bat  and  struck  Castell  over  the  forehead 
The  men  clinched  and  a  fight  ensued,  dur¬ 
ing  which  Castell  tore  the  shirt  off  Wycott 
and  caught  him  by  tbe  throat.  The  men 
were  separated  and  CaBtell  was  led  away. 
He  did  not  complain  mnoh  about  his  bead, 
and  friends  took  him  to  a  spring  and 
washed  his  faoe  and  head.  He  then  went 
to  Switzer's  hotel,  where  he  went  to  sleep 
From  ther  j  he  was  taken  to  his  home  in 
Elginbarg  and  allowed  to  sleep  in  the 
waggon  on  the  way.  He  was  unconscious 
when  he  reached  the  house  and  died  at 
three  ofclook  next  morning.  A  great  many 
lay  the  blame  on  Castell,  who  acted  most 
desperately.  Several  times  he  made  assaults 
on  Wycott,  who  luckily  dodged  the  blows 
aimed  at  him.  When  he  was  driven  into  a 
fight  be  used  the  club  in  self  dofeooe.  Cas¬ 
tell  was  a  fine  athletic  man,  while  Wycott 
was  small  in  stature,  but  quick  in  action. 
An  inquest  was  held  and  the  Jury  brought 
in  a  verdict  of  manslaughter  against  Wy- 
cott.  He  has  been  arrested  and  placed  in 
jail  at  Kingston  to  await  his  trial  at  the  fail 
assizes. 

Robert  Wycott  was  convicted  of  man¬ 
slaughter  before  Judge  Price,  at  Kingston 
on  Wednesday  for  the  killing  of  W.  H. 
Castell  bat  the  Judge  released  him  on  sus¬ 
pended  sentence.
